The search for an art cehter for 
Chinatown drags along and China- 
town attists are becoming impa- 
tient.， The San Francisco Art 
Commission is on recotd supporting 
a neighborhood center. 

Last year $300,000 was allocated 
from -federal reventue sharing for 
support of neighborhood art，All 
that has been spent so far is $10,000 
for property appraisals by the city's 
real estate department. 

These are the latest develop- 
Iments: 

4One of four pieces of property 
currently being appraised as a pos- 


_Ssible art center is located at 716 


Sacramento Street. Max Babin, the 
Assistant Director of Properties for 
the City's Real Estate Department， 
disclosed last week that the depart- 
Iment is So weighted down with work 
that they have not even assigned an 
appraiser to _ the Chinatown site. 
They have begun examining sites for 
Western Addition and the Haight 
and will issue their appraisals (at 
what they consider a fair price for 
the seller on the open market if he 
did not have to sell to the Board of 
9upervisors one by one as they are 
completed. 

The building at 716 presently 
houses the Chinatown _ Child 
Development Center，a business 
office and a sewing factory. The real 
estate _ department will have to 
consider relocation costs and lease 
agreements in their appraisal， Art 
Commissioner Ray Taliaferro 
claims that Chinatown is on an 


-equal footing with other neighbor- 


hoods. 

The Executive Director of the Art 
Commission，Martin Snipper，says 
Haight and Western Addition do 
have arealijump onChinatown, but 
he points out that the Art Commis- 
sion has asked for an additional 
appropriation of $500,000 for the 
neighborhoods in the 1974-197S eity 
budsget.

SHED THE LABELS 


One of the factors preventing our commtunity leaders from 
getting together is that they“wear”different labels. Some 
are Supposed to be “conservatives,， others are “liberals， 
still others are “radicals.”From another viewpoint，some 
become “pro-Communists” some “pro-Nationalists， and 
quite a few are so-called “neutral parties.” With hundreds of 
associations in Chinatown, it ls not hard for us to see that 
many are labeled according to the organizations to which 
they belong. Many meore are labeled because of the friends 
with whom they associate-. 

If we would give it some thought: actually what are these 
labels?” President Nixon has been known as a staunch“ “anti- 
Commnunist”yet it was he who broke the barriers with the 
leadership in China and the Soviet Union. In China, Lin Piao 
and Liu Shao-chi were long-time Communists and had held 
top positions in the government,， yet in the past few years 
they were denounced as traitors. 

Labels never describe a person adequately: a person may 
not be consistent in his or her views; a Person should be 
allowed to mature, to grow, and to make changes. A_ person 
is, indeed, a compjlex being. 

Labels serve to pre-judge a person. Labejls sow the seeds of 
fear and distrust.

NEW YORK 一 A holdup in 
which two gunmen wounded the 
owner, Wilson Chang, and killed his 
brother，Michael，has precipitated 
anuproar aniong the merchants and 
residents of Chinatown here, who re- 
ccently planned to shut down the dis- 
trict and stage a mass protest at City 
Haill, writes Frank Ching in the New 
York Tinmtes. 

“Anmid ;spreading tales of mug- 
gings，beatings，and other crimes， 
some stores have begun closing 
carly. A_nuniber of restaurants will 
admit only recognized customers at 
night. Streets.once festive until the 
early hours of the morning are now 
nearly deserted by nightfall，Busi- 
ness is down by up to 30 per cent,” 
the article read. 

The threatened shut-down was 
averted only by the intervention of 
Mayor Beame, Senator Jacob Javits， 
and Police Commissioner Michael 
Codd, who met in early January with 
a 12-member delegation ”from 
Chinatown to hear their views and 
receive a petition for action. 

Ironically, police statistics indicate 


that _ crime in Chinatown has de- 


clined; but police admit that these 
statistics probably do not reflect the 
true _ Situation，since many crimes 
are not reported because oflanguage 
barriers, apathy, or fear of reprisals. 
The precinct has but one Chinese 
policenman, John Kai，and one Chi- 
nese clerk，Peter Hon，for China- 
town. 

Aside from numerous robberies 
and burglaries, there are reports 一 
often unverified 一 of kidnapping， 
extortion, rape, and mugging. Many 
Suspects have been released because

Task Forceto Implement 
Lauvs. Nichols Proposed

Moving to harvest a Significance 
in the recent Supreme Court de- 
cision (人 La VS. Nicpols) that public 
Schools have a duty to provide spe- 
cial language instruction for stu- 
dents with limited or zero-know]l- 
edge English (CA 了 TV723)，Chinese 
for A 和 全 rmative Action (CAA) and 
some thirty organizations in the 
Pilipino，Japanese，and Spanish- 
speaking communities and other 
city-wide interracial groups jointly 
urged the San Francisco Board of 
Education last Friday to imme- 
diately create a“Citizens Bilingual 
Education Task Force”to develop 
“a city-wide master plan for bilin- 
gual education.” 

On January 21，the Supreme 
Court unanimously ruled that the 
failure of the S.F. school system to 
provide English-language instruc- 
tion to approximately :1800 non- 
English-speaking Chinese students 
denies them a meaningful oppor- 
tunity to participate in the public 
education program and thus violates 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964，which 
bans discrimination based“on the 
g 杀 ound of race，color，of national 
origin,”in “any program or activity 
receiving federal financial assis- 
tance.”Ihe decision sent the case 
back to the U.9. District Court in 
S.F. with the order that “appro- 
priate relief ”be required and a plan 
of action be submitted by the School 
board for court approval. 

On February 3，board president 
Eugene Hopp issued a press release 
which stated .that-“ the District 
-hopes to work with the community 
on this project and will probably 
propose'a Committee of the Whole 
hearing to provide a means of 
communications for the parents.” 


”AURA OF VAGUENESS 

According to Ling-chi Wang，a 
CAA spokesman; the organizations 
recomimending the creation of the 
task force specfically propose to 
add substance and direction to the 
aura of vagueness and hesitation 
surrounding Dr. Hopp's statement， 
in order that meaningful programs 
be implemented beginning this fall. 

Currently, at least 10,000 students 
of Chinese, Spanish, Tagalog, Japa- 
nese， 玫 orean and Samoan back- 
grounds within the district heed the 
same “appropriate relief ”in Eng- 
Jish instruction。 While there are a 
number of scattered programs de- 
signed to meet the partial needs of 
these students， the proposal 
charges, there is a“conspicuous ab- 
Sence” of coordination，systematic 
planning and evaluation of the pro- 
grams.

RESPONSIVE PLAN 
Contending that bilingual educa- 
tion is increasingly being recognized 
by both educators and legislators as 
one of the most effective means of 


providing quality education for non- 
English-speaking students“without 
causing Undue pressure and bsycho- 
logical damage on them,”the Pro- 
posal states that the Supreme Court 
decision affords a“rare Opportunity 
for the Board of Education to de- 
Velop a thorough，innovative and 
responsive master plan of bilingual 
education ”that would teach Eng- 
lish as well as bring to the fore the 
cultural and linguistic richness of 
the students. 

Basically，the task force will be 
cajled upon to assess the needs of 
bilingual education city-wide; iden- 
tify theexisting district resoUrces for 
bilingual education; and develop a 
bilingual education model，a de- 
tailed plan to train and recruit bjlin- 
gual teachers，curriculum, -and a 
schedule of implementation， 

CAA has also asked that the task 
force be given adequate funding to 
discharge its responsibilities，that 
the district sta 季 cooperate with the 
task force, and that technical assis- 
tance from the U.S. Ofce of Edu- 
cation and the O 伍 ce of Civil Rights 
be accepted .

Tom also disapproved of the 
“wasteful duplication”of programs 
of the Aftercare Residential Pro- 
gram.“Its latest improvisation is 3 
day treatment program in the tem- 
poratry quarters at 920 9acramento 
St.,"” he said.“Less than 4 blocks 
awayis an already existing day treat- 
Iment program under the Chinatownm 
Mental Health Team.” 

Tom pointed the finger of blame 
at the NECMHS administration for 
the sad state of affairs of both pro- 
grams. He said that the administra- 
tion took the children's program 
away from the original committee 
that designed it and placed it in “the 
hands of persons who have no 
knowledge of what the proposal was 
and no working experience with 
children.” 

INTIMIDATION 

Tom also maintained that the ad- 
ministration acted on the children's 
program only after funding was as- 
Sured. Prior to that,“The adminis- 
tration not only failed to render any 
Support to the committee but con- 
tinually subjected it to intimidation. 
As late as September，1972，just 
three months_ before completion of 
the proposal，the administration 
attempted to dissolve the commit- 
tee.” 

After the programs were funded， 
Tonm said，the original committee 
was not allowed to participate in the 
selection of the program， Further- 
more， new program sta 任 were 
“strongly discouraged”from “con- 
sulting” with members of the 
originalcommittee. 

As for the choice of 222 Columbus 
Avenue as the new CDC site，Tom 
criticized its location at the outskirts 
of Chinatown and its dangerous 
traffic conditions for parents and 
children.“Needless to say，there is 
no outdoor play area for the chil- 
dren，Unless one regards . . ，the 


sidewalks_ outside the neighboring 


porno theaters ”and burlesque 
houses.” 

Instead of an integrated mental 
health program for Chinatown, Tom 
Said there are in fact three “sepa- 
rate,uncoordinated”mental health 
programs. At present, the children's 
program and the aftercare program 
are Under contract by the NECMHS 
corporation side，while the China- 
town Mental Health Team is under 
Civil Service。 The only person 
“straddling”both sides is the NEC- 
MHs director, Dr. Arthur Carfagni， 

Tom also cited the lack of any 
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“responsible leadership” for the 
mental health programs. At present， 
leadership is Spread out between five 
committees and four heads，More- 
over, the designated directors of 
the two programs have no clinical 
training and experience.” 

The last point made by Tom was 
that the mental health program 
staffs have been' “strictly forbidden 
to talk to _ anyone，especially the 
press, lest they face dismissal. 

Carfagni declined to comment on 
the situation，except to say that he 
will be meeting with the board's in- 
vestigative Subcommittee tomorrow 
evening at Chinese Hospital. 

The subcomnmnittee will attempt to 
make a report of its findings at the 
next board meeting in mid-March.

The assignment was to associate 


produce a .documentary film on 
Chinatown for a new Public Broad- 
casting Service seriesentitled “Inter- 
face.”Because the producer admit- 
tedly lacked a full understanding of 
Chinese people, I was hired to pro- 
vide the focus and direction for the 
film. 

Originally, what I had in mind was 
an in-depth study of a Chinese fam- 
jy 一 a day in the life of a_ nuclear 
family. I felt an intimate film where 
the camera, a hidden eye, remained 
as Unobtrusive as possible from its 
subject matter，would better com- 
municate the subtleties absent from 
the few intellectually detached docu- 
Imentatries I have seen on China- 
town. 

The producer，Tony Batten，went 
for the idea and I proceeded to do 
the _ preliminary research and film 
outline. We decided to do the film in 
9an Francisco，which is the mececa 
for all Chinese-Americans 一 and for 
the personal reason that I was from 
there and knew it well. 

TI was the only Asian on the pro- 
duction sta 任 The producer and 
camera crew were black. Even 
though I would have preferred work- 
ing with Asians aware of Asian 
problems, I was not averse to work- 
ing with a black crew. It was ray 
belief that individuals drawn from 
disparate ethnic subcultures shared 
basic visceral experiences in their 
struggles for survival and recogni- 
tion within adominant Society. 

TRUTHS AND MYTHS 

It was OUr responsibility to_ sepa- 
rate the truths from the myths，the 
fact from the fiction，and to com- 
municate any meaning behind the 
Chinese-American experience. On a 
more Practical level, however,，I har- 
bored cynical doubts that a Chinese 
family would allow three Chinese 
strangers, much less black ones, into 
the sacred Privacy of their home. 
To make matters less encourag- 
ing, 工 was told just before leaving 
that we would only have two weeks 
to wrap up the entire film. One week

SHIFT OF FOCUS 

Weshifted our focus immediately.

contacted over a dozen people for 
Some vague documentary that had 
to do with Chinese and Chinatown. 
Tony assured me that we could pull 
all the elements together into one 
cohesive framework by the end of 
two weeks. TIwas not as optimistic. 

Itold Tony 让 we wanted to include 
Tongs，Ssecret Societies，and gam- 
bling houses，we would have to go 
into an involved background history 
that would consume time, time that 
wedidn'thave in thespace of a half- 
hour if we were to include a Chinese 
family，a_ mental health expert，a 
politician，and countless other ele- 
ments,. He-wanted:to' film aceovert 
fan-tan game，a billiards game，a 
sewing shop, a gang hang-out. 

Well，we got thrown out of one 
sewing-shop and wound up filming 
a Chinese _ cultural festival. 工 sug- 
gested he sit down one evening and 
read all the research TId accumu- 
lated and we would discuss howr- we 
should focus all this 0 
energy and groping.

All my old contacts were _ still 
around. We reasstured them we 
weren 't crime reporters intetested in 
cracking recent Chinatown Imur- 
ders, in exposing gambling，corrup- 
tion, and secret societies. The China- 
town locals were already Up in arms 
about the sensationalistic tone of 
recent jocal media coverage，which 
in just five years had transformed a 
once sleepy Chinatown into a crime- 
infested haven.

BITTER STRUGGLE 

The Chinese have long memories. 
We were filming on Grant Avenlie.

“IT break your cameral ”And he 
meant it, The lines and wrinkles on 
his slight face, furrowed by years of 
bitter struggle and little reward. .. .

FRUSTRATIONS 

Tony pacing around complain- 
ing that this is the most exhausting 
story he has ever filmed.

Alioto for over a week but he's al- 
ways either out oftown or on his way 
out.

When 800 Chinese laborers were 
discharged from a factory，the Sam 
Fwra1tcisco 五 xa11izzereditorialized on 
the“Good Effects of the Anti-Chi- 
nese Act'” The papers depicted 


Chinatown as a squalid settlement 


of brothels and dark alleys festering 
with thieves，gamblers，high-bind- 
ers,， lepers，opium fiends, rat-eating 
heathens, and prostitutes. 

The most influential paper in the 
state，the Daip 4lta Caljmaiam， 
published a series of editorials 
charging the Chinese with being de- 
based，servile, and morally inferior 
to Negroes. The Sam Frarzcisco CaLL 
reported on the deadly Chinatown 
tong wars in the form of a sports 
story，compjlete with a box-score 
tally of the numbers dead and 
wounded. 

If such anti-Chinese sentiment is 
no longer blatantly externalized in 
the media today，it is just as.

MUCRKRAKERS 

Latter-day journalists coming to 

Chinatown have ranged_from the 


most notorious and unscrupuilous to

Ifthe Chinese have not yet arrived 
in the media，there are at least 
traces of their existence. While there 
are virtually no Chinese in top deci- 
sion-making positions， there are 
more Asian faces on local news pro- 
grams than ever in television history. 
And now and then，you'1ll see a 
“Wong” or a“Louie”in a news 
story byiine.

Atthe other extreme, there are the 
self-elected “protectors” of the 
Chinatown image. They are more 
Christian in their jaundiced outlook 
一 the first to proclaim in generous 
superlatives their love and admira- 
tion for the“lovely”Chinese people 
and their “civilized”” heritage. They 
prefer to profile its denizens as 
quiet，humble，hard-working and 
tractable 一 its community as color- 
fal，quaint，and self-complacent. 

-These“benefactors”are a benign， 
though patronizing，lot who had 
their heyday in the fifties，but who 
are slowly vanishing along with their 
propagated myths in lieu of present- 
day realities. (A_ community experi- 
encing severe housing shortage，unm- 


and ragsheets with the least amount 
of ceremony，for lack of political 
clout. 

As a Chinese in the media, I recog- 
nize，firsthand，the superficial and 
inmsensitive proclivities of this insti- 
tution's perspective of Chinese peo- 
ple. Because there are SO few jour- 

nalists who truly understand the 
Chinese-American experience， we 
just suffer repeatedly the one-dimen- 
sional opinions of the majority. 
Oftentimes， its a question of 


homework. Not simply the academic ， 


definition of homework which calls 
to mind volumes of scholarly texts 
and detailed statistical reports 一 but 
homework culled from the univer- 
sity of the streets，from Sweatshop 
workers，busboys，gang members， 
aging widows, children. . . . We have 
much to learn from the people. 

The media are not entirely to be 
blamed for their lack of understand- 
ing. The fault lies, too, in ourselves. 

There are still Chinese in the Mis- 
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sissippi Delta wrestling with the 
plight of whether to send their chil- 
dren to black or white schools. Do 
we continue to straddle the fence or 
do we find our own place in Ameri- 
can Society? If we delude ourselves 
into believing we've arrived as a SUc- 
cessfully assimilated minority，we 
are Succumbing to the myths that 
America would so love to have us 
live up to. Then，we will never be 
anything more than the silent mi- 
nority 一 caught in the middle. But I 
believe the awareness is there，and 
the Chinese people are tired of being 
portrayed as anything less then 
human for the past one hundred 
and twenty years.
